What the Revised Returns on Drainage

The following table shows the vote by wards 
for Drainage Trustees verified and corrected 
up to date. Some persons have claimed that 
the official canvass might elect Bogle over 
Boldenweck. But the latest revised returns 
show that Boldenweck defeats Bogle by 327 
votes.

Friction Between Executive and Congress.

When peace had been reéstablished Fonseca 
was made President. He has not been a 
success by any means.

That there were disturbances of a serious 
nature at Rio Janeiro early in October were 
not entirely denied, but it was said that they 
were of a purely local character. They broke 
out during the night of Oct. § at the Italian 
Theater, and the trouble soon spread to ad- 
jacent streets. Police arrested many of the 
rioters, but being outnumbered were com- 
pelled to catl upon the troops for protection. 
A force of cavalry, consequently, was sent to 
the scenc of the riots and the troops 
were compelled to make several charges 
upon the mob before order was restored. A 
number of people were killed and many more 
were injured during this disturbance, which is 
said to have its origin in a political intrigue 
or conspiracy regarding the : succession to the 
Presidency, that question having assumed 
prominence owing to the reported weak state 
of the President’s health. Throughout the 
next day the troops patrolled tne streets of Rio 
Janeiro, there was some further desultory 
fighting, and several more persons were said 
to have been killed. On the day following it 
was announced that order had been complete- 
ly restored and that all the leaders of the con- 
spiracy were under arrest. 


Uneasiness in London. 

Considerable uneasiness is felt here in re- 
gard to the situation in Brazil, and it is evi- 
dent that Anglo-Brazilian interests would be 
gratified by the downfall ‘of | Fonseca, who 
1s blamed for the reciprocity treaty with 
America and whose course has been consist- 
ently unfriendly to Great Britain. A private 
dispatch from Rio Janeiro says that Fonseca 
is meeting with unexpected opposition in the 
Brazilian Congress, that his course is arbi- 
trary, and that there is some danger of revo- 
lution. The capital-is more excited than since 
the overthrow of Dom Pedro, and, although 
no attack has been made upon foreigners, 
there is a disposition toattribute the unsettled 
feeling to English influences exerted for the 
overthrow of Fonseca in order to sustain En- 
glish commercial predominance.

Japanese Guides Commit Suicide, Followed 
by an American, in. Japan, 

Vicrort, B. C., Nov. 4.—Steamer Sussex, 
which arrived from Japan yesterday, brings 
word that five English naval officers on leave 
met withsome Aiericans, all brothers, named 
Castleton, from Philadelphia, and together 
formed a plan to climb te the summit of Fuji 
Yami, the sacred mountain of Japan, taking 
with them rockets and afew other fireworks 
which they intended to explode when they 
reached the top. Having secured two guides, 
they started on their journey from the village 
of Katusha, on the west side of the mountain. 
The guides, at the end of two days, signified 
their intention to commit suicide if the party 
did not turn back, and, on finding their 
threat had not the desired effect, coolly 
walked in front of the tourists and each witha 
stroke of a sharp knife disemboweled himself 
before their horrified eyes. Both died in- 
stantly, and the youngest of the Castleton 
brothers, a boy of 18, immediately pulled out 
his revolver and blew out his own brains. 
Sickened by this fearful scerie the rest of the 
party turned back and descended the mount- 
ains, taking with them young Castleton’s 
body. They were forced, however, tc leave it 
behind after the first day, and after Lieut. 
Brown, R. N., had repeated the burial service 
of the English Church they threw it into a 
glacier crack several hundred feet deep and 
left it there. After two more days of very 
hard work the party again reached level 
country.

On receipt of your letter of the 23d ult. (the sub- 
ject of which is undoubtedly of interest and 
moment to the architects of this city) a meeting 
of the Executive committee of the Illinois Chap- 
ter of the American Institute of Architects was 
at once convened to take its object into considera- 


tion. 

The Executive committee was unanimous in 
indorsing the sentiment of the Chicago Real- 
Estate Board, that there shonld be restrictions in 
the height of buildings in the down-town district, 
but in order that the full sense our association 
might be taken they drew up and submitted by 
letter the following resolution to every member of 
the association : , 

* Resolved; That after the passing of the neces- 
sary constitutional laws and ordinances any 
building erected in this city, except. grain or coal 
elevators or sugar refineries, shall not exceed a 
height of 125 feet from sidewalk grade to highest 
point of outside wall or flat roof; a pitched roof, 
however, pitching from all sides, may be permitted 
to extend above this line at an angle of not more 
than 60°. The above proposed ordinance is not 
to include such strictly ornamental features as 
towers, domes, spires, cupolas, or turrets, which 
may extend higher, provided they are fireproof, 
nor apartment houses or family hotels;which in 
no case should exceed 100 feet.”’ 

The result of the ballot hasclearly shown an 
overwhelming and almost unanimons feeling 
among the members of the chapter that some im- 
mediate action should be takén to restrict the 
height of buildings in the city.

A Large Transaction in North Lake-Shore

A MOB’S VAIN SEARCH FOR A MURDERER. 


Under Arrest for Killing His Child—The 
Sheriff Spirits Him Away. 

Torzxa, Kas., Nov. 4.—Frank McLain, a 
scavenger, is accused of murdering his 9- 
months-old son, who died yesterday. Mc- 
Lain’s three daughters told in school that their 
father had taken the baby by the heels and 
pounded it against the door. The police ar- 
rived at the house just in time to find Mc. 
Lain preparing for the burial of the child. 
The face was covered with scars, the 
left ear deeply gashed, the body bruised in 
several places, and aleg was broken. The 
Coroner’s jury decided that the child came to 
its death as a result of willful treatment at the 
hands of its father. 

It was only by the foresight of the Sheriff 
that McLain escaped the vengeance of a mob 
tonight. As soon as the result of the inquest 
became generally known a mob began to col- 
lect around the city jal. By 7 o’clock several 
hundred people clamoring for the murderer’s 
life surrounded the place. The officers assured 
the leaders of the mob that McLain was not con- 
fined there, but they threatened to break into 
the jail unless a committee were allowed to 
search it. After some delay this was allowed 
and the committee reported that the prisoner 
had not been found. The mob then moved on 
the county jail, where the same tactics were 
pursued, but McLain was not to be found. It 
was then whispered that the murderer had 
been secreted in the county court house, which 
was furnished with cells, but which have not 
been in use for some time. The build- 
ing was securely locked, but the mob 
broke in and with torches made a thorough 
search of the place. Still McLain was not 
found. The Sheriff then assured the mob 
that McLain had 
safety beyond their reach. A portion of the 
crowd then dispersed while the rest remained 
in the streets, It is believed that McLain‘ has 
been secreted in the insane asylum.

An Example of How England Looks After 
Her Navy's Needs,

Al- 
though the complete returns are very slow in 
coming, there is no question that Mr. Boies’ 
title to the Gubernatorial chair is ew gt 
by a plurality of something better ‘ 
votes, and the boys begin to talk of Cleveland 
and Buies for 1892 also. 

How did it happen? — 

That is the question that has been most 
prominent around Republican headquarters 
today, and no one could satisfactorily answer 
it. Col. Swords, the gentleman who put up 
$10,000 on H ndown in New York just 
on the eve of Presidential election, said 
he had seventeen reasons varefully filed away, 
but it turned out that they were memoranda, 
each representing $100 bet on Wheeler. One 
stafesman asked if this vote did not indicate 
that the people of the State had repudiated 
prohibition. The deep silence that ensued 
was finally broken by the emphatic statement 
of a Republican member of Congress that in 
his opinion that was just exactly what it did 
indicate. And there was no one in the crowd 
to dispute it. The general opinion of all was 
that the next Legislature, if it is Republican, 
as the indications are that it will be, must re- 
submit the prohibition question to the voters. 

The action of the railroads also received its 
full share of condemnation, and it is safe to 
wager that among the first bills to be brought 
before the next General Assembly will be one 
providing for a two-cent per mile passenger 
rate. “Such a bill will be passed as surely as 
the session convenes,”’ said one of the newly- 
elected: members. ‘And then let Boies veto 
it if he dares.” | 

Last evening when the returns began to 
come in and showed uniform Republican gains 
it looked, for a time as though Wheeler was 
going tg get a good plurality. Pretty soon, 
however, the river counties and the railroad 
centers began to send in a precinct or two 
that knocked the Whevler gang out in an in- 
stant. And so it kept upduring the night, and 
this morning opened with a tolerable certain- 
ty that Candidate Boies had got there, and 
this time had carried the whole of the Detmo- 
cratic State ticket with him. Van Hoten 
Rep., for Lieutenant-Governor, ran ahead of 
Wheeler in many of the precincts, but not 
enough to tide him over, while Frank Camp- 
bell, Rep., for Railway Commissioner, suf- 
fered badly in many places, due no doubt to 
the railroadinfluence. In Clinton County 
ran ahead of Boies and Campbell, 144 behiu 
Wheeler. In Des Moines County Dey’s ma- 
jority over Campbell was 327 greater than 
Boies’. In Johnson County, Dey’s home, he 
only ran 76 ahead of his ticket. The People’s 
party vote for Westfall seems to have been 
small. In Monona yorney | he received 1,075 
and in Fremont 738, and those are the only 
places so far reported where he got any con- 
siderable number of votes. 

According to reports thus far received 
Boies’ gains are not confined to the river 
counties. In fact they seem sporadic and 
have broken out iu spots all over the State. 
The Republicans on the other hand made 
gains in some of the river counties. 


The Legislature Republican. 


The Legislature is pretty close also. Ac- 
cording to the returns the Republicans have 
lost members of the Senate in the Thirty-sec- 
ond, Forty-sixth, Forty-ninth, Thirty-ninth, 
Twenty-seventh, and Twenty-sixth Districts, 
and have gained in the Third and Eleventh 
Distnets. The Twenty-seventh District, how- 
ever, is not absolutely certain for the Demo- 
crates, but the indications are that McVey 
(Rep.) is defeated by Olson by 13 majority. 
This wil) give the Democrats twenty-five inem- 
bers of the Senate, the Republicans twenty- 
four, and tne Union Labor party one. The 
House will undoubtedly be Republican by a 
majority of from 2 to 6.

The Legislature Is Said to Be Republican | 


by Two Majority on Joint Ballot, Al- 
though the Democrats Still Claim the 


Ascendeney—Surprising Falling Off of | 


Republican Votes in Their Strongholds 
~Some Freaks of the Ballots in New 
York City—Grover Cleveland’s Views. 


New York, Nov. 4.—[Special.]—It appears 
now as yesterday’s election was more 
decisite and significant than was supposed 
when the results were first announced. The 
Democratic papers are unanimous in claim- 
ing that both branches of the Legislature will 
be Democratic, but differ somewhat in their 
figures. Flower’s plurality 3s now said to be 
42,063, but, inasmuch as iticompetent poll 
clerks in Kings County and elsewhere have 
failed as yet to file their returns, these figures 
may be subject to future changes. 

At midnight the Associated Press returns 
for New York State show fiftecn Democrats 
elected to the Senate and seventeen Republic- 
ans. There is some doubt about two Repub- 
licans and one Demoerat. In the Assembly 
there is a tie at 64, On these figures the Re- 
publicans have two majority on joint ballot 
of the Legislature. 

The News (Dem.) says: “The Senate will 
probably be a tie, sixteen Democrats and s1x- 
teen Republicans, but the casting vote of the 
Lieutenant-Governor. will give the the former 
the advantage on ail party questions. The 
Democrats have gained the Eighth District, 
where Lispenard Stewart’ was defeated by 
Gen. Martin T. McMahon; the Twelfth, the 
Westchester-Rockland district, where Charles 
P, McClelland defeats Bradford Rhodes by 
over 2,900; the Twenty-fifth, where James J. 
Belden laid low Frank Hiscock’s pet candi- 
date, Rufus T. Peck, in a_ district 
which is -usually safe for 6,500 Re- 
publican majority; the Twenty-first, 
where John Laughlin, the present Senator, 
succumbs to Mathias Endres, and the Thirty- 
second, where Commodore P. Vedder has been 
defeated. The Assembly will . probably re- 
main numerically the same as last year—sixty- 
eight Democrats and sixty Republicans. Ham- 
ilton Fish Jr. has been defeated in the Put- 
nain district. Some of the Assembly districts 
are very close, Gore (Dem.), in Montgomery 
County, has 16 majority; Spicer (Rep.), in 
Jefferson, 19; Warner (Dem.), Columbia 
County, 100; Vanderwater (Dem.), Dutchess 
County, 20; Listeman (Rep.), Onondaga, 34.”’ 

What Other Newspapers Claim. 

The Telegram gives Flower a majority of 
38,163, and says the Assembly will contain 62 
Democrats and 66 Republicans and the Sen- 
ate 17 Democrats and 15 Republicans. But 
then it should be remembered the Telegram, 
like its parent, the Herald, has taken no side 
in the fight. The Post, which was for Fassett, 
gives the Senate as 17 Democrats and 15 Re- 
publicans, and the House as 67 Democrats and 
61 Republicans. 

The Mail and Express (Rep.) gives Flower’s 
plurality as 36,000, and says in a headline 
*‘and may go higher,” and then says sigaifi- 
cantly: “‘The Senate likely to bea tie, with 
an Independent Republican acting agaizst 
the Democrats and thus giving us con- 
trel by 1, The~ Assembly still’ =in 
doubt and both parties claiming 
Then Col. Shepard adds in his incisive way: 
“*The results, however, are not without com- 
fort to the Repubhcans. The Legislature will 
probably be under their control in both 
branches—certainly in the Senate. The polit- 
ical complexion of the Assembly cannot be 
accurately determined at this writing, and the 
Republicans have as much chance of control- 
ling it as the Democrats. Eighteen Repub- 
lican Senators seem to have been elected, 
which, if verified, will give control to the 
Republicans by two votes. The vote of 
the city shows some unexpected results. The 
total vote for Flower is about 145,000 and Fas- 
sett has not lessthan 87,000. Apathy, indiffer- 
ence, or over-confidence must have taken pos- 
session of the Republicans in their strong- 
holds, as it was insuch hitherto stanch Re- 

ublican districts as the Twenty-tirst, Seventh, 

leventh, and Thirteenth that the Republic- 
an thajority either melted away to almost 
nothing or was substituted by a Democratic 
majority. On the contrary, in the Democratic 
districts Fassett gains over ‘the vote of 1888. 
Democratic strongholds like the Fourth, 
Sixth, Tenth, Twelfth, Fourteenth, Nine. 
teenth, and Twenty-fourth Districts all show 
an increased Republican vote. Had the Re- 
publican districts correspondingly done their 
share of the work the vote of Fassett would 
have been nearer 100,000 than the vote actual- 
ly received. As an evidence of the “slump” 
in the Republican strongholds, the Seventh 
District gave Miller, in 1888, 5,460, while Fas- 
sett’s vote fell off to 3,649.” 

Several Election Surprises. 

Conservative experts on political figuring 
place the Republican vote of a city Tuesday 
at 75, and this is probably near the true 
figures. The additional! votes credited Mr. Fas- 
sett in this city must come therefore from in- 
dependent Democrats who for reasons best 
known to themselves preferred the Republic- 
an candidate, or from Democrats who 
were disappoimted at the Saratoga con- 
vention. According to this showing Fassett 
received 11,431 independent votes. The big- 
gest surprise was the election of a Democrat 
to the Assembly from the “Silk Stocking” 
Twenty-first District. Louis H. Hahlo, t 
successful Tammany candidate, has the proud 
distinction of each the first Democrat ever 
elected from the Twenty-first—the strongest 
Republican center in this city. His com- 
petitor, Thomas B. O’Dell; so confident of 
winning, made no effort to canvass his district, 
remarking to friends that there was ‘no 
chance of defeat.”’ 

Something dropped heavily in the Twenty- 
second District when J — Blumenthal, the 
Tammany nominee, found himself beaten by 
W. J. Odair, the Republican champion. This 
is a strong Democratie district elected a 
Democratic Alderman. Just why Joseph was 
left is not explained, but many argue that his 
recent demand for a seat in Congress had 
something to do with it. The old-time Dem- 
cratic districts below Fourteenth street held 
their own in the Gubernatorial vontest, and all 
the surprises are above that line, The Seventh 
Assembly District, which Mayor Graut lost by 
1,000 votes last year, was carried for Flower 
by over 200. In the Thirteenth District 
Flower gete a majority of only 500 out of a 
vote of nearly 10,000,

IES NIGHT” AT THE ASHLAND. 


In 1862 the Chicago Astronomical Society 
was formed, and its observatory was subse- 
quently placed just to the west of the univer- 
sity buildings on the canipus of the old univer- 
sity grounds, which lie on the west side of 
Cottage Grove avenue. At this time Thirty- 
fourth street had not been cut through, and 
the small building containing the transit was 
placed to the extreme western side of the cam- 
pus, at the corner of what is now Thirty- 
fourth street. 

Residents of the neighborhood took a great 
interest in the large telescope, and the Little 
transit house was generally passed unnoticed, 
although much of the most valuable work of 
the society was performed there, Finally, 
however, the old university ceased operations 
and in 1887 the astronomical instruments were 
removed to the new Dearborn observatory at 
Evanston. The old buildings, with the excep- 
tion of the little wooden transit house, were 
pulled down, and the work of removing the 
big’telescope was begun just four years ago 
election day. Since that time tne building 
has been used as an office. Although it was 
of no particular value, many of the older resi- 
dents of the South Side will regret to know 
that it has been destroyed, for it is the vanish- 
ing point of one of the most prominent organ- 
izations in connection with Chicago’s old 
school of learning. 


CLEARING UP THE LITTLE MYSTERY. 


The Manner of the Chicago Boy’s Death 
Established. 

The mystery connected .with the wreck at 
Bardwell Hill, Ky., last month, has been 
cleared up, at least so far as Marshall Little, 
the Chicago boy, is concerned. Through the 
efforts of Inspector Hunt the mysterious 
stranger, who called at George Little’s home 
and told of his son’s death and then left with- 
out giving his name or telling how he obtained 
the information, has been found. His name 
is W. C. Matthews and he lives in Englewood. 
Matthews got his information from Bert 
O’Brien, the son of an Englewood plasterer. 
Bert was a personal friend of young Little. 
At the time of the wreck he was with his father 
doing some work at Mounds, Ill. 

“‘T met Marshall Little in Mounds the day 
before the wreck,” he said. “‘I met him again 
afterwards and saw him with two men, much 
older, get on board the freight train which 
was wrecked os gist. and he said that he 
was going to New Orleans.’ 

At the boatding-house where O’Brien lived 
were a numberof railroad men. From them he 
learned t before the wrecked trains were 
burned the legs 6f three men were seen pro- 
truding from Gassdth a car. From the manner 
in which they were pinned down by the cars 
it was im ible to get them out. And even 
after the fire was checked no effort was made 
te save the bodies from being burned beyond 
recognition. When the fire went out of its 
own accord, said one of the railway men to 

’Brien. the workmen took out all that was 
left of the three bodies the trainmen had seen 
and one other of which they had known noth- 
ing. The Coroner was notified, but when he 
came to review the charred bodies he con- 
cluded as they were not recognizable it was 
scarcely worth while to hold an inquest. So 
what remained of the four human bodies was 
dumped into one shallow grave dug by the 
roadside,

Poorhouse could not well have beon worse 
than it has been during the last few months, 
and there is reason to belfeve that plenty of 
room exists for reform in other quarters. 
There is a.clean sweep of Commissioners and 
it should be followed by an equally clean 

sweep in the administration. There must be 
no more paying for twice as much material as 
is received, or paying for a fair quality of food 
while rotten stuff is served out to the inmates, 
the difference in each case forming ‘‘ boodle ” 
to be divided up between heartless contractors 
and corrupt officials. The new. Commission- 
ers will be narrowly watched by the taxpay- 


| ers, who will expect them to take hold intel- 


ligently,es well as honestly. and root out 
thievishnesa wherever it may be found to 
have existed in the past. There is no occasion 
for feeding paupers on the fat of the land. 
It is not right that people should be taxed to 
furnish the best that can be bought for 
money. But the poor ought to have whole- 
some food and to be otherwise cared for as if 
they were human beings, not dogs or vermin, 
and contractors should be obliged to deliver 
what they agree for, both in quality and quan- 
tity. It is time for a reform in these par- 
ticulars. 


THE REPUBLICAN DEFEAT IN NEW YORK. 

One need not look far to find the principal 
causes for the Republican defeat in New York. 
The first cause was the persistent and em- 
phatic manner in which the Cleveland and 
Hill and other Democratic leaders pressed 
home upon the rank and file of the party that 
the result of the election this fall would deter- 
mine the fate of the Presidential contest next 
year. State issues counted for nothmg. With 
this argument every last voter was whipped 
into line, soreheads and all. Even the dis- 
gruntied County Democracy, which had had 
all kinds of indignities heaped upon it by 
Tammany, was alarmed and forgot its resent- 
ment. Cleveland in all his speeches and in his 
innumerable letters and interviews kept re- 
iterating, “‘If you lose this year you will lose 
next year.”’ Hill for once was agreed with 
Cleveland and made the same kind of talk. 
Tammany shrewdly stepped one side and let 
the burden of the issue fall on national polli- 
tics. It had its effect both south and north of 
Harlem River. It was just as apparent in the 
rural districts as in the metropolis. It brought 
out every Democratic vote in the country, 
while the Republican vote, influenved by fac- 
tion on the one hand and dislike of Platt’s 
bossism on the other, did not materialize as it 
should. Meanwhile the Tammany following 
was perfectly drilled and disciplined and was 
forced into line, as its voting percentage shows 
when compared with previous years. 

Another cause which prevented any Demo- 
cratic disaffection was the World’s Fair hue 
and cry. It was a silly, baseless argument, 
the hollowness of which was shown over and 
over agaiu, but it was worked “for all there 
was in it.”” The Tammany organs rang the 
changes upon it unceasingly. The Tammany 
wigwam was covered with mottoes during the 
day, charging the loss of the Fair to Platt and 
Fassett: at night, similar mottoes were shown 
‘to passing crowds with the stereopticon. 
Thousanas of workmen, thev said, were lying 
idle, no building was going on, no money 
could be expended for new buildings. Carpen- 
ters, and masons, and brick!ayers, and plumb- 
era, and painters, and artisans were going 
round with their hands in their pockets who 
might have been at work, so the Tammany 
papers all said. On the other side of the 
picture was Chicago, a great hive of industry. 
Thousands of workingmen were giyen em- 
ployinent. She had millions of money to 
spend. She was catching up with New York. 
The eyes of the world were upon her, and all 
countries were contributing to her fame and 
future greatness. This great opportunity was 
lost to New York through the perfidy and 
treachery of Platt, Fassett & Co., and thus the 
Republican leaders had menaced the suprem- 
acy of that city and started the Star of Em- 
pire on its westward journey. Such was the 
nature of the argument, false and malicious 
as it was; but that it had tremendous effect can- 
not be denied. The huge majorities in New 
York and Brooklyn show it. Thus, by the di- 
version of Democratic sentiment from the 
State to national issues on the one hand, and 
by ringing the changes on the lost World’s 
Pair upon the workmen, hackmen, boarding- 
houses, and laborers, Tammany carried New 
York State by its forty thousand majority. 
What Republican can carry New York next 
year for President? 
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THE RESULT IN MASSACHUSETTS. 

At this writing it is clear that Gov. Russell 
has been reélected in Massachusetts. Last 
year he had 9,063 plurality. This year he has 
about 4,000, showing a decrease of over 5,000, 
but, as the remainder of the State ticket is 
said to be Republican and there have been de- 
cided Republican gaias in the Legislature, it 
is fair to assume that Gov. Russell’s personal 
popularity and the success of his administra- 
tion were important factors contributing to 
his reélection. 

One of the principal causes which has tended 
to pull down the old-fashioned forty and fifty 
thousand Republican majorities in Massachu- 
setts to the meager majorities by which Re- 
publicans still carry the State in Presidential 
years is to be found in the changed complex- 
ion of the vote of Boston. It has become an 
overwhelming Democratic city by the steady 
increase of the Irish voters and by the influx 
of Frenuch-Canad:ans, who vote the Demo- 
| cratic ticket though it isthe Republican policy 
which gives them their good wages which at- 
tracts them to the State. It is also to be 
taken into consideration that the Americans 
of the city and State are continually moving 
West and that Irish and Canadian-French 
foreigners are just as coutinually taking their 
places. There is no prospect therefore that 
Boston will be anything but a Democratic 
city in the future, and as fixedly so as New 
York. And so of the mahufacturing towns 
where protected workmen support the free 
trade ticket, not knowing the effect of what 
they do. 

It is nof to be forgotten, again, that the large 
manufacturing interests of Massachusetts are 


dissatisfied with some of the features of the 
| present tariff. They are auxious to get mixing 


‘wools free of duty, as well as pig and scrap 
iron for manufacturing purposes. They wuuld 


{ also like to have lumber a little freer and to 


get coal from Nova Scotia, though this is not a. 
matter of paramount importance. What they 
want in the main is cheaper mixing wools and 


| crude iron. 


There are other causes which helped to-con- 
tribute to the reélection of Russell, as, for in-

THE CHICAGO PROHIBITION DISTRICTS 


Tue Trtsuxe Aine other day the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court to the effect that 
a license for the sale of liquors within any of 
the prohibition districts in the annexed terri- 
tory of the city cannot be granted, thus up- 
holding the validity of that section of the An- 
nexation act of 1889, which said that the pro- 
hibition districts of Hyde Park, Lake, etc., 
should not be interfered with if those munict- 
palities were merged in Chicago. 

It was a fear of an invasion of whisky shops 
in residence districts which caused many who 
were otherwise in favor of annexation to re- 
sist it to the uttermost. To reassure them a 
provision was incorporated in the law that 
their rights should not be trampled on. But 
they were afraid that the liquor-sellers woul? 
manage to get around if in some way and 
plant saloons next to theit churches, school- 
houses, and homes, This devision will reliéve 
them from their fears and will lessen the op- 
position to future annexations in other prohi- 
bition districts. 

The Supreme Court holds that the provision 
of the law is valid and thatino license can be 
granted in the Hyde Park or Englewood anti- 
saloon districts until the voters give their con- 
sent in the manner provided in the act. If a 
quarter of the inhabitants of one of these pro- 
hibition sections should petition for the sub- 
mission of the question whether an ordinance 
shall be passed authorizing the grantmg of 
licenses the matter would have to be submit- 
ted at a general municipal election, and if a 
majority should vote in the affirmative then 
and not till then would the field be free for in- 
vasion of the dram-shops. 

It will be seen, therefore, that it is in the 
power of the inhabitants to say whether they 
will have saloons or not among them. If a 
majority vote for them, then, in accordance 
with the principle of local self-government, 
the majority will have them. As long as the 
majority do not want them no power can 
thrust saloons on them. Many residents of 

many portiuns of the old City of Chicago envy 
their annexed fellow-citizens this advantage 
they possess, and would be more than pleased 
if they were able to protect their property and 
their families after a similar fashion. And 
they are unable to see why half a dozen or a 
dozen contiguous blocks of purely residence 
propérty in the North, South, or West Divis 
ion cannet be formed into a prohibition dis- 
trict if the overwhelming majority of the 
property-owners so desire.

EDUCATING DEMOCRATS ON THE BAL- 
ANCE OF TRADE. 

From time to time Tus Trreuns feels 
called on to give the Democrats a few lessons 
in political economy, a science for which they 
profess great respect, but of which they dis- 
play great and painful ignorance, Prior to 
the recent elections remarks made by some of 
the leading Democratic papers of the country 
indicated that their ideas on the subject of the 
“* Balance of Trade ” were altogether wrong, 
and that there was danger of their misleading 
their readers on a question of considerable 
importance. 

It appeared to be the belief of these Demo- 
cratic journals that the more the imports of a 
nation exceeded its exports the more rapidly 
aid it become rich, and they laid down as the 
great principle that the short and sure way 
for the United States to accumulate wealth 
was to increase its imports, to buy more thar 
it sold, and that it made no difference whether 
the exports increased proportionately or not, 
andto pay no attention to the resulting in- 
debtedness. This curious bit of advice was 
based on a total misunderstanding of the En- 
glish custém-house reports of exports and 
imports, which seem to show that the former 
are yearly about 200 million dollars less 
than the latter. That Engiand is grow- 
ing rich is admitted, and these scatter-brain 
Democrats attributed that fact to an assumed 
excess of imports over exports. They never 
attempted to explain how this 200 millions a 
year of adverse balance was paid. 

Taz Trtsuwe took the trouble to explain to 
them, first that there was no such excess—that 
the value of the 1mports as reported was that 
at the. English ports where unloaded; and 
that to get at their cost at the port of ship- 
ment it was necessary to deduct freights, com- 
missiong, insurance, and various other charges. 
They were informed also that a portion of 
these imports represented the interest on En- 
glish capital loaned in foreign countries, and 
that the custom-house value of British exports 
only represented their wholesale value at the 
English ports, whereas their true value to 
Britain was what the goods sold at in foreign 
countries, carried there in British ships, which 
ranged from 10 to 50 per cent more than the 
British invoice, aceording to the distance 
transported, and the weight and bulk of the 
stuff in proportion to its home cost, Tue 
Trisuye showed that after all due deductions 
had been made the value of exports exceeded 
that of imports about $200,000,000 a year, so 
that the dctual balance of trade was on the 
other side from what they thought it was, and 
in point of fact Great Britain exported goods 
of more valye than she imported. 

Tas TrisvNxe pointed out further that the 
balance of trade was not as much in favor of 
the United States as the bare custom-house 
reports seemed to indicate. It pointed out 
how theactual value of the 1nports was much 
greater than the reported value, owing to 
undervaluations of dutiable goods, the insur- 
ance, and the transportation expense in for- 
eigu vessels, and other causes. It also called 
the attention of its Democratic contemporaries 
to the fact that American tourists were spend- 
ing nearly a hundred millions yearly in Eu- 
rope, and that as the exports did not equal the 
cost of the imports and these tourist expendi- 
tures, the difference was paid by this country 
in railroad stocks and bonds, of which nearly 
a billion dollars’ worth was hela abroad, por- 

tions of them liable to be thrown on the Wall 
street market at any time to depreciate the 
value of the billions of securities held in the 
United States, and perhaps precipitate a 
panic, as they almost did tast fall and winter. 

The Democrats did not try to defend their 
misreading of the English figures, and most 
of them owned up that they had been wrong 
all the way through by-dropping the entire 


- subject. One of them, however—the erratic 


Courier-Journal—took the amusing position 


--that the country settled its accounts with for- 


eigners as effectually when it sent them bonds 
as when it sent them cotton, wheat, pork, or 
petroleum ; that bonds were mere articles of 
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to be paid some or 

ten Chee ee ae ‘then with it, 
while a shipment ot merchandise to pay for 
merchandise is a finished transaction. 

The final reault of the tutormg of Tus 
Trrsune is that the Democratic papers and 
leaders aré becoming convinced that they 
wero hopelessly in the wrong, amd they have 
stopped discussing the eubjedt: But they 
have not had the manhood or candor to tell 
their readers that their fornier utterances 
were absurdly erroneous, and they never will 
do so. The information will have to reach 
those misled members of the rank and file of 
the Democracy from some other quarter. 

The task of instructing them is one which 
the Republican papers of the country, large 
and emall, should take upon themselves, and 
they should stick to the work till they have 
educated all the Democrats within their reach. 
Tue Tarpon has furnished them with all the 
facts and arguments they will need. They 


-have remained silent while this paper was 


drilling the truth into the heads of the editors 
of the Democratic journals, giving it no as- 
sistance whatever. They should make amends 
for their past inactivity by taking up this 
educational businesé where Tur Trrsunz has 
left off, and keeping it up till the next Presi- 
dential campaign is at an end and the coun- 
try is convinced that Blaine’s scheme of 
reciprocity is the only practicable way by 
which to stop the accumulation of foreign 
debt and to obtain a balance of trade in our 
favor. 


SOUTH SIDE L ROAD. 

This evening the ordinance for elevated 
terminals for the principal steam railroads 
entering the city from the South Side will 
come before the City Council for adoption or 
rejection. The ordinance as amended by the 
Corporation Gounsel has been approved by 
the Mayor, the Commhitsioner of Public 
Works, and the City Engineer, who are all de- 
sirous of making some progress in the way of 
solving the crossing-safety problem by ele- 
vating the tracks. The railroad companies 
individually refuse to raise their tracks. The 
Council has sought in vaia to induce or com- 
pel them to do so, The most they will prom- 
ise is to elevate the tracks five or six feet, and 
they only do this on condition that the croass- 
ing street be depressed seven or eight feet 
under their tracks, which is impracticable on 
account of the low level of Chicago, and be- 
cause it would interfere with the sewers, the 
water and gas pipes and mains. The com- 
pany which seeks the franchise from the 
city this evening proposés to elevate the 
tracks fourteen feet without expense to 
the city, to keep the roadway at the crossings 
free of all interruption whatever, thus afford- 
ing a safe crossing without in the least injur- 
ing property or interrupting travel or 
traffic. The plan is, in fact, a modification 
of that proposed in a partial way by the South 
Park Commissioners for the crossing of Gar- 
field boulevard by the Northern Pacific road 
and which has been generally approved. It is 
high time anyway that some experiment was 
made in the interest of the safety of human 
life at the crossings. @he plan embodied in 
the ordinance seems.to be the most feasible 
one that has yet been suggested, and the ordi- 
nance, properly safeguarded, of course, ought 
to be passed by the Council. If the experi- 
ment proves a success the roads entering the 
city from other directions than the south may 
be compelled to adopt the plan. But at the 
present the plan is miére applicable to the 
South Division, because that has but one ser- 
viceable viaduct thus far. 
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WHY GUTHRIE was A CANDIDATE. 

It was stated by this paper before the elec- 
tion that Guthrie’s candidacy for Drainage 
Trustee was in the interest of Cooley, that the 
former had no, idea that he could come within 
gunshot of election, and that he ran merely to 
lure Republican votets from their regular 
ticket. The returns show that while the 
Guthrie maneuver was not successful in de- 
feating either of the Republican nominees, 
yet it did have the effect of running in 
Cooley and knocking out Bogle, his Demo- 
cratic associate. Guthrie got a little over 
5,100 votes, which shows that 8,400 persons 
cast 14 votes each for him. Generally they 
gave the other 144 to Cooley. Of these 3,400 
persons some were opposed to gomg on with 
the work on account of the taxation it would 
cause; and some were for the deep-water ship 
canal fad, and a few may have been influenced 
by the puffs of him and Cooley in the Journal 
and ‘the various Newses. Some may have 
wanted to encourage the struggling author of 
a glacial theory. Then some of the friends of 
Coy and Guthrie’s other colleagues on the 
beaten ticket of two years ago may have 
sought revenge, and under the leadership of 
the Ocean tried to knife the regular Republic- 
an candidates. 

But for the votes brought to Cooley by his 
decoy duck Guthrie, Bogle, and not Cooley, 
would have been the successful. odd Demo. 
cratic candidate. It is charitable to hope that 
when Republican papers were saying sweet 
things about the Guthrie-Cooley combination 
and letting the light of their countenances 
shine upon it they did so for the purpose of 
defeating Bogle and not of ranning him out and 
Cooley in at the expense of one of the Repub- 
lican candidates. But all the practical poli- 
ticians believe those two charming contem- 
poraries really labored for the election of two 
Democratic candidates and the defeat of one 
of the Republicans, and that they wanted to 
** Cooleyize”’ the Drainage Board. “ They 
slipped up in their patriotic design. 


BADENOCH. 

Chairman Baderioch of the Republican 
Campaign committee for Cook County de- 
serves the hearty thanks of his party for his 
splendid management of the local Republican 
canvass which culminated in such a fine vic- 
tory Tuesday. Mr. Badenoch was early im- 
pressed with the idea that if the registration 
was properly attended to there could not be 
much doubt of Republican success. He made 
his colleagues of the committee to believe 
with him, and taking advantage of the ma- 
chinery of the amended registration law they 
set to work in real earnest. The result was 
the striking out of 2,700 bogus names from 
the registry lists in the First Ward, a nearly 
equal number in the Eighteenth Ward, and 
over 2,000 bogus namer, in the Nineteenth and 
Twenty-fourth Wards. The effect of this puri- 
fication of the registry can be seen in the re- 
turns from those wards printed in Taz Txais- 
ung yesterday morning. The Republic. 
ans carried the Eighteenth and Twen- 
ty-fourth Wards, heretofore good for 
from 600 to 1,500 Democratic majority. 
They came within forty or fifty votes of carry- 
ing the First Ward, and kept down the Demo- 


cratic majority in the Nineteenth to reasdiia- 


ble proportions. The purification of the regis- 
try in those wards saved some of the Repab- 
lican candidates from defeat. This is a fact 
that ought not to be forgotten by the local 
Republican leaders. It will not do for them 
to rest on their oars, however. There is somé 
hard pulling to be done before we can count 
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figures the foreigners will not buy much of it. 
All of which is 4 mistake. Corn has recently 
sold in the Chicago market at 56 cents for No- 
* vember and 44 cents or less for delivery next 
May. The big premium paid for this month 
is due to the fact that the kind of corn wanted 
by purchasers is scarce, and for the reason 
that the corn of the new crop is not yet dry 
enough to fill the bill. Here and there a par- 
cel of it may be in fair condition, but as arule 
the offerings are barely equal to the wants of 
buyers, the old ‘corn seeming to have been 
about all sent in on the excitement of hgh 
prices in September. A few weeks of fine, 
dry weather would cause a large increase in 
the quantity of corn good enough to grade 
well, and then it is not likely there will be any 
such premium as the 12 cents or more paid for 
cash corn over the price of the same article 
for May. The latter is worth the most, all 
other things being equal, the difference being 
due to the cost of holdimg the grain through 
the winter months and part of the spring. 

Hence it is idle to moralize and tell people 
if they would only consent to accept less per 
bushel for their corn they could sell a great 
deal more of it. If they now had it to sell 
they would forward it in much greater quap- 
tity, to take advantage of the higher price, 
and the greater offerings on the market would 
soon abolish a part of the premium, if not all 
of #. The market is governed by a simple 
law of trade and has been ever since a New 
York man threw up his hands because when 
he tried to inflate the price of corn artificially 
he essayed a task beyond his powers to accom- 
phsh. It may be that the article alladed to 
was written under the impression that Deacon 
White controls the price of corn in this and 
other markets, but if so it is a delusion of the 
Rip Van Winkle order. New York is not now 
dictating prices. 


ITALIAN AND CHILEAN COMPLICATIONS. 
The Jtalia, a government organ published 
in Rome, commenting upon the existing 
Chilean complication, says: “The United 
“States has one diplomatic policy for Chile 
“‘and another for Italy. All Yankees un- 
“scrupulously follow politics as a business, 
“‘even when international affairs are con- 
“cerned. But the time mnay come when Eu- 
“rope will lay aside petty differences and 
“call the United States to a more exact and 
“precise notion of the law of nations.” 

The ear-marks of Foreign-Secretary Rudini 
are plainly visible in this extract from his 
inspired organ, and his sentiments are just 
as ridiculous now as when he had his mem- 
orable encounter with Secretary Blaine. 

It is evident that in setting forth this style 
of argument Sig. Rudini has been moved 
more by his temper than by his judgment. 
The Italian and Chileen complications have 
nothing in common. They do not parallel 
in any particular, but a case may be stated 
in which they would. Suppose there had 
been a desperate fight in Louisiana between 
the lottery and anti-lottery factions, for 
instance, and one of them had defeated the 
Other and obtained control of the machin- 
ery of government! Suppose that at this 
juncture an Italian war vessel had arrived 
at the port of New Orleans, and, while 
it had observed strict neutrality ‘as between 
the factions, some of its sailors had been giv- 
en leave by the Captain to go ashore, and be- 
cause they were obnoxious to the successful 
government its police officials, backing the 
mob, had murdered some of them, injured 
several others, and thrown a score or more 
into prison! That would have been a parallel 
to the Chilean case. 

The Italian case against this country, on 
the other hand, has no resemblance to it. The 
Italhans who were lynched in New Orleans, all 
save two, had become citizens of the United 
States, and those two had taken the prelimi- 
nary steps to become citizens. They were 
members of a secret league of assassins and 
were delegated to murder the chief officer of 
the law and did so, and because of a wistrial 
ana the courts failing to punish them the citi- 
zens administered justice. But if the events 
had happened which we have described in the 
supposititious case the United States would 
have expressed ite regret to Italy at once and 
without waiting to be asked. It would have 
taken care of the families of the deceased 
Italian sailors, paid a proper indemnity, and 
saluted the Italian flag. In a word, it would 
have done in sucha case exactly what Chile 
should and must do in asimilar case. Sig. 
Rudini and his organ, perhaps. can under- 
stand the difference in the two cases when 
stated in the light of what would ve a real 
parallel, and may realize that they are making 
a foolish exhibition of themselves.

WHAT BECOMES OF THE PENNIES, 


Why It Is That the Mint is Coining Bronze 
Cents by the Millions, 

Washington Star: What becomes of all the 
pennies? It seems to be with them very much 
as itis with the pins—nobody knows where 
and how they disappear. Yet they vanish m 
some fashion. Last year the Philadelphia 
minut coined 94,000,000 pennies. It would take 
a good-sized building to hold so many, but 
they did not begin to supply the never-satis- 
fied demand for more. Just now the estab- 
lishment referred to is hard at work manu- 
facturing further supplies, and soit will con- 
tinue. 

Bronze cents are subject to more accidents 
than happen to any other United States coins. 
It is said that a penny changes hands in trade 
ten times for once that a dime passes from 
one pocket to another. Being of smali value 
these little pieces are not taken much care of. 
There are a thousand ways in which they get 
out of circulation. and thus the minting of 
them has to be kept up continually. The 
metal bianks from which they are made by 
the simple process of stamping are turned 
out by contract for Uncle Sam by a factory 
in Connecticut at the rate of a thousand for 
$1. Asthey come from the machines, fresh 
and new, they look like glittering gold. 

One may geta nowon of the number of 
pennies lost from the history of the old half- 
cents. Of these 800,000 were issued a few 
years ago. here are they now? A few are 
in the cabinéts of coin collectors. None of 
them have been returned to the mint for re- 
coinage or are held by the Treasury. Nobody 
sees them in circulation. Ail of them, except 
some hundreds saved out by curio hunters, 
have absolutely disappeared. Of the old cop- 
per pennies 119,000,000 stili remain unaccount- 

for, save that once ina while one sees a 
specimen. There are more than 3,000.000 
bronze 2-cent pieces somewhere out of 4,500,- 
000 of them the government issued. Of 
nickel 3-cent pieces nearly 2,000,000 are yet 
outstanding, although it is almost nev@ that 
one of them is come across.

Fallure Worse Than Anticipated. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 4.—[{Special. |—School 
street is seeing unusual sights these days, and 
that ordinarily busy thoroughfare is extraor- 
dinarily crowded on account of the timidity 
of the depositors of the Five Cents Savings 
Bank. When the news of the Maverick Na- 
tional Bank’s suspension got abroad the first 
of the week there arose an rumor 
in regard to the condition of the School street 
bank. Monday there was somewhat of a de- 
mand for the withdrawal of deposits, and 
although yesterday was election day 300 de- 
positors found time to go around 
and take out their money. This 
morning the number had largely increased, 
and the scene in the neighborhood of the bank 
was striking. The process was a long one, 
as was natural, for the books had to be pre- 
sented and signatures and accounts carefully 
examined, so as to detect against possible 
frauds; but just as soon as everything was 
pronuunced correct by those:in charge the fuil 
sum of money was handed out with great 
alacrity. As soon as one person was paid and 
stepped away another was pushed up, while 
additions were constantly made to the long 
line of waiters who would have. to 
stand in line for hours before the 
could reach the much-desired window. All 
day the timid d itors crowded the bank, 
the sidewalks, the middle of the street, 
and all the time the tellers kept at work pay- 
ing off the claims. When the usual time for 
closing came the announcement was —_ 
that the bank would remain open until 5 
Fully as calm as the tellers were the o cials 
of the bank, who were quite pea to speak of 
the condition of the institution.

DRUGS IN A NEW FORM. 


COMPRESSED MEDICINE FOR USE IN 
THE ARMY AND NAVY. 


The Essential Properties of Medicines That 
Would Fill a Freight-Car Condensed 
Inte the Contents of a Small Military 
Chest—Three Line-of-Battle Ships for 
Ceast Defense Now Building—Advan- 
tage of Eeing an Alien. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Nov. 4.—([Special.]— 
Army and navy officera, and particularly those 
of tne medical branches, evince great interest 
in a contract which was awarded at the War 
Department today for a new system of carry- 
ing medical and surgical supplies for an army, 
Ever since the last Sioux campaign there has 
beer a growmg demand fora plan by which 
supplies needed by the surgeons could be 
placed ir. a more compact form than in liquid 
and carried with greater safety and economy. 
The result of “today’s award is believed to be 
as near perfection as possible. 

In asmall light wooden chest 23 inches 
long, 144% 4imches wide, and 17% 
inches high are sixty square bot- 
tles containmg as many different 
kinds of medicine, but in compressed tablet 
form, none of them being larger than an ordi- 
nary peppermint lozenge. One of these 
lozenges or tablets contains all the necessary 
ingredients of a famous liniment and when 
dissolved in an ounce of distilled water its 
healing properties are the same as if it was in 
liquid shape and in a bi lass jar. Some 
idea may be formed o perfection to 
which the art of compression Las n 
brought by the fact that if the contents of 
this small brass-bound chest were liquefied 
and in their customary jars and bottles they 
would occupy nearly one-half of the space of 
a regular freight car. 

Two to a Battalion, 

There are two of these chests to be supplied 
to each battalion of 200 men. No. 1 is marked 
with the Geneva Red Cross and inscribed 
‘* Medical Supply Chest,’’ while the only dif- 
ference in No, 2,80 faras outward appear- 
ance is concerned, is the inscription “* Surgl- 
cal Supplies.” ith certain kinds of medi- 
cine, Tike a co mixture, used in quanti- 
ties, a bottle hol agillof the comp 
tablets is equivalent to a gallon of liquid, and 
should the bottle break the merits of tablet 
are not impaired in the least. 

Contract was awarded for 200 of these chests, 
and one of each kind is to be placed under the 
driver’s seat of an ordinary ambulance, or in 
ease of field service and when pack-mules 
have to be utilized the chests are suspended 
on each side of the pannier, their weight with 
contents being but eighty-five pounds each. 
On the top of each bottle-stopper is the name 
of its contents and fixed securely in the lid of 
the chest is a list of contents for the informa- 
tion of the surgeon or hospital steward in 
charge. Su n J.C. Merrill of the Surgeon- 
General’s office, who has been supervising and 
conducting the experiments, declares that the 
new system will revolutionize the mode of sup- 
plying needed articles for an army and will be 
of value as well to the National Guard organi- 
zations of the various States. lowa is already 
in the fieid with inquiries on the subject of 
these chests, and it is quite likely that at the 
next annual encampment of the troops of the 
Hawkeye State these necessary medical and 
surgical adjuncts will be seen in abundance. 

Alcohol Non-Compresasible, 

Whisky, brandy, alcohol, and castor oil are 
carried in liquid form, their ingredients ren- 
dering it impossible to form them into tablets, 
but codliver oil is compressed. In making the 
investigations the English army system of 
varrying medical supplies was examined, but 
while lightness was obtained by means of 
wicker baskets covered with rawhide, it was 
demonstrated that if the hide became damp- 
ened it would twist in all shapes and destroy 
the botties which the wicker baskets were 


filled with. Hence a light wooden chest was. 


determined upon and a New York firm pro- 
vided what proved to be the best and most at- 
tractive-looking model. It was accordingly 
awarded the contract. 


THREE FIGHTING SHIPS. 


Powerful Coast Defense Vessels Now Being 
Built. by the United States. 

Wasutnertor, D. C.. Nov. 4.—[Special. }— 
Three line-of-battle ships for coast line defense 
are in process of construction, two at the 
Cramp shipyards in Philadelphia and one at 
thé Union iron works, San Francisco. Indiana 
and Massachusetts are the names of the ves- 
sels being built in the East, at a cost of $2,020,- 
000 each, while the Oregon, being built on the 
Pacific coast, will cost $3,180,000. These ves- 
sels are required to be completed within three 
years from the date of contract, November, 
1890, and Navy Departnent officials confi- 
dently assert that then the United States will 
become possessed of three vessels of the high- 
est power whose equal as fighting ships does 
not exist at the present day. Their displace- 
ment is 10,500 tons each, and a working 
model in brick and mortar will be one of the 
features of the naval exhibit at the Columbian 
Ex position. 

“The first object of these vessels,” says 
Secretary Tracy, “is to fight, and as fighting 
machines they will be of the highest efficiency. 
The batteries of the battle-ships are the heavi- 
est and most effective in battle carried today 
by any ship afloat or pro and the dispo- 
sition is such as to make it tell with terrific ef- 
fect. Above the armofed deck, eighty feet 
from the center of the ship, rise two redoubts, 
inclosing the foundations of revolving turrets, 
within which are the four great thirteen-inch 
rifles, eighteen feet above the water and 
sweeping through a clear arc of 270 degrees 
forward and aft and on both broadsides. 
Above these on the heavy superstructure be- 
tween the turrets, twenty five feet above the 
water-line, and therefore capabie of firing 
over the turrets, are eight eight-inch rifle 
guns that at two miles can pierce the armor 
of many modern ships. Four six-inch guns 
complete the main armaments, 

“Secondary batteries consist of sixteen 
six-pounder rapid-firimg guns, four one. 
pounders, and four Gatlings, so disposed that 
a rain of projectiles can be thrown upon 
every point of approach sufficient to destroy 
any light boat that may venture within range. 
Each vessel also carries six torpedo tubes, 
two of them fixed at the bow and stern and 
four adjusted for-training upon the sides, 

“Provision for defense is as thorough and 
effective as that for offense. A water-line 
belt of steel armor eighteen inches thick and 
seven and one-half feet wide extends over 
three-fourths of the ship, turning in forward 
and aft where it sweeps around the base of 
the redoubts. At the ends are heavy under- 
water protective decks, sloping at the sides 
far below the water line. An armored deck 
also extends above the space inclosed by the 
belt, and full use is made of all the modern 
devices to secure invulnerability, such as 
water-excluding material in the slopes of 
the protective deck and coal bunkers and 
age camege of water-tight compartments. 
The bow of the ship consists of a powerful 
rain, and both bow and stern above the pro- 
tective deck can be entirely shot away with- 
out endangering the safety of the ship.”

Uncle Sam Would Remember Capt. Curtis 
Were He Only a Foreigner. 
Wasninetorx, D. C., Nov. 
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TO BUILD BIG GUNS, 


Gen. Flagler Wants a 16-Inch Rifle Con- 
structed—Ordnance Estimates, 

Wasatxetoy, D. C., Nov, 4.—Hrig.-Gen. 
Flagler, Chief of Ordnance, in his annual re- 
port says the labor and difficulty in supplying 
fortifications with new model disappearing 
carriages for large guns are greater than that 
of supplying the guns themselves. The report 
recominends an appropriation for eniarging 
the facilities for the manufacture of carriages 
at the Watertowy arsenal. The department 
has thus far completed two 8-inch, one 10-inch, 
and one 12-inch, breech-loading steel rifled 
guns, The first &inch gun has been fired 300 
rounds without injury. One of the &inch 

uns was tested with German smokeless pow- 

er, and fifty pounds gave a higher projectile 
velocity with about the pressure as 125 
pounds of black powder. 

Among the estimates is one of $826,000 for 
the equipment of the scuth wing of the army 
ping oy ry, and one of $1,132,000 for oul 
tempered and ur ay d steel for eight, ten, 
and twelve-inch guns, including the parts re- 
quired for the magufacture of a type sixteen- 
inch gun. On the subject of this great gun— 
about equal in size to the largest rifle in the 
world n. Flagler says: 

If an appropriation should be made availablé 
by June 30, 1892, the type sixteen-inch gun could 
hardly be made and tested before June 30, 1895. 
while the first three sixteen-inch guns for service 
would not be completed before the end of 1898, 
Recent improvements in the resisting power of 
ships’ armor would seem to still further empha- 
size the already recognized necessity for guns of 
this caliber. As it would be fvolish to conclude 
that the improvements in the resisting power of 
armor have reached their final limit, and as much 
time is required for completing a type gun of such 
high pees Re See Bie hd, solute ne- 
cessity for overcoming su is @ sooner 
the weeks is commenced the better.

SALT RATES ADJUSTED. 


DECISION BY THE WESTERN BOARD 
OF COMMISSIONERS, 


Advance in Rates from Kansas Salt- Produ- 
cing Points to Nebraska Stations Denied 
~—Through Rate of 18 Cents May Be 
Maude on Salt to Mississippi River Points 
and Chicago — Chairman Blanchard 
Makes a Statement Regarding the Pa- 
cific Short Line Deal—Ratlroad Notes. 


The Board of Commissioners of the Western 

ese or tion, through Chairman Walker, 
n an important opinion regardi 

rates on salt from Kansas she The Gaother 
came up on an application for an advance 10 
rates on salt from Kansas salt producing 
points to Nebraska stations. This application 
contemplated an advance in the rates which 
would have the effect of making such rates 
higher than the rates on salt from Chicago to 
the same points. The readjustment was 
urged on a showing that on the present basis 
shipments from Chicago had been seriously 
reduced and the direct lines between Chicago 
and Nebraska are in a great measure excluded 
from supplying salt to what they feel to be 
their proper territory. 

The west-bound transportation of salt from 


Chicago on the direct line via Omaha and. 


Plattsmouth can be economically conducted, 
and Nebraska properly transacts ite exchanges 
of traffic between the East and the West upon 
those lines of communication. In view of the 
fact that the rates on salt from Chicago to 
Nobraska points are now quite low, a slight 
advance in like rates from Kansas points is 
claimed to be roper for the p of pro- 
tecting the Chicago-Nebraska lines. 
Commissioners, after careful consideration, 
do not feel justified in requiring such ad- 
vance, ’ 

Explaining their decision the Commission- 
ers say: 

Although the charges upon freight moved west 
of the Missonri River are property on @ materially 
higher scale than upon thro ines of transpor- 
tagon between the Missouri River and Chicago. 


nevertheless they believe that the t ust- 
ment, under which the rates on ealt from owed 
and from Chicago to Nebraska points are sub- 
stantially the same, is the only one which can be 
safely and properly made, 

An exception to this adjustment has heretofore 
existed in respect to rates on bulk salt from 
Kansas points to Nebraska City, Omaha, ‘and 
Council Bluffs, those rates being two cents per 
hundred pounds less than the rates from Chicago. 
Exception in favor of bulk salt at the three points 
above named has no substantial ground of merit 
and disturbs an adjustment otherwise reasonable 
and proper. For the purpose therefore of cor- 
recting what the Commissioners believe to be eu 
inequality, they direct that the rates on buik salt 
from Hutchinson and other Kansas salt-pro- 
ducing points to Omaha, Council Bluffs, and 
Nebraska City be advanced to 15 cents per bun-

THAT PAOIFIOC SHOKT LINE DEAL - 


Chairman Blanchard Refates the Charges 
Made Against Him, 

Chairman Blanchard of the Central Traffic 
association, who was seriously assailed in a 
dispatch from Sioux City a few days ago on 
account of his connection with the Pacific 
Short Line, requests the publication of the fol- 
lowing communication to set himself right be- 
fore the public: 

The press statements first published in the 
Sioux City Journal Oct. 2 regarding my suit 
ogainst Donald McLean, said to have been au- 
thorized by his counsel, contain such misrepre- 
sentations that I depart from my usual rule to 
deny them. I deemed the Pacific Short Line en- 
terprise of intrinsic merit. James ©, Clarke. 
late President of the Illinois Central, personally 
examined its whole route and reported that its 
lower gradients, shorter distance, and local re- 
sources would make it the best transcontinental 


line. 

I therefore interested myself in ita construction 
with Francis O. French, President of the Man- 
hattan Trust company of New York, and others, 
and in the final distribution received only $168.000 
of the improvement stock at par for services rend- 
ered. Mr. McLean advised me he could sell one- 
haif this amount, or $84,000, at 25 per cent, which 
I authorized him to do in October, 1838. In De- 
cember following he reported the sale of that 
amount at that price and in March, 1889, he placed 
$13,500 (not $15,200, as stated) tomy credit in my 
bank, giving his note, dated Chicago, April, 19, 
1889, for value received, for an agreed remainder 
of $5,300, first deducting a commission. Upon this 
unpaid note my action was bronght, The Pacific 
Short Line credit was in po wise involved with 
my bank through any tran of mine. 

Aside from the foregoing I never sold $1 of my 
interest. The legal answer to the formal com- 
plaint does not contain the personal iutimations 
as reported. I leave those to be dealt with here-

Railroads Acceptthe Interlocking System, 
but Disagree About Paying. 

SprinGriz.p, IIL, Nov. 4.—[Special. ]|—The 
Railroad and Warehouse Commission disposed 
of a large amount of business, relating mostly 
to interlocking switches ata number of rail- 
road crossings, today.
